Halt  1st.  The  Conference  shall  meet  at  S:30  A.M., and  adjourn  at  12  M.,  but  may  alter 
the  time  of  mee.ing  and  adjournment  «t  their  discretion. and  provided  also  that  on  the  sec- 
ond day  of  the  Annual  Sessiou  the  Conference  shall  be  adjournad  by  the  expiration  of  time 
at  10  A.  M. 

2.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  precisely  at  the  hour  to  which  the  Conference  stood 
adjourned,  ami  cause  the  same  to  be  opened  by  reading  the  Scriptures,  singing  and  prayer, 
and  shall  have  the  journal  of  the  preceding:  day  read  a  nd  approved. 

S.  The  {'resident  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Confer- 
ence, but  in  case  of  an  appeal,  the  question  shall  be  taken  without  debate. 

4.  He  shall  appoint  all  Committees  not  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Conference,  but  any 
member  may  decline  serving  on  mure-  than  one  committee  at  the  same  time. 

5.  All  motions  and  resolutions  introduced  by  any  me. nber  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if 
the  President,  Secretary,  or  any  other  member  request  it. 

6.  When  a  motion,  resolution,  or  report  preseuted  is  read  by  the  Secretary,  or  stated  by 
the  President,  it  shall  be  deemed  as  in  possession  of  the  Conference,  but  any  motion  or  reso- 
lution may  be  withdrawn  by  the  mover  at  any  time  before  the  decision  or  amendment. 

7.  No  new  motion  or  resolution  shall  be  made  until  the  one  under  consideration  is  dis- 
posed of,  wWidi  may  be  d  •  .«  by  adoption  or  rejection,  unless  one  of  the  following  should  in- 
tervene, which  motions       ft'  Jaae    precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  nanid,  viz.: 
The  previous  question         . ±    tt  postponement,  laying  on  the  table,  reference  to  a  commit- 
tee, postponement  to  any  given  time,  amendment  or  substitute. 

8.  No  member  shall  be  interrupted  while  speaking,  except  by  the  President  to  call  him 
to  order  when  he  departs  from  the  question,  uses  personalities  or  disrespectful  language, 
but  any  member  may  call  the  attention  of  the  President  to  the  subject  when  he  deeni3  a 
speaker  out  of  order,  or  any  other  member  may  explain  when  he  thinks  himself  misrepre- 
sented. 

9.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the  Confer- 
ence, he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  respectfully  address  himself  to  the  President. 

10.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject,  or  more  than  fifteen 
minutes  at  one  time,  without  leave  of  the  Conference  ;  nor  shall  any  peison  speak  more  than 
o'^  5  i.ntil  every  member  choosing  to  speak,  shall  have  spoken. 

isL.  Whenever  any  motion  or  resolution  shall  have  passed,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any 
memoei  who  voted  in  the  affirmative  to  move  a  reconsideration. 

12.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  services  of  the  Conference  without  leave, 
unless  he  is  sick  or  unable  to  attend. 

16.  No  member  shall  b.;  allowed  to  vote  on  any  question  who  is  not  within  the  bar  at  the 
time  when  said  question  is  put  by  the  President,  except  by  leave  of  the  Conference,  or  when 
such  member  has  been  necessarily  absent. 

14.  Every  member  whe  shall  be  within  the  bar,  at  the  time  the  question  is  put,  shall 
give  his  vote,  unless  the  Conference  for  special  reasons,  excuse  him. 

15.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  unless  seconded. 

16.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Conference,  and  when 
approved  shall  record  them  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose.  He  shall  have  charge  of 
the  journal  and  other  papers  of  the  Conference,  and  preserve  them  with  care,  suffer  no 
person  to  take  a  copy  oi  any  paper  during  the  interval  of  Conference,  except  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  Conference,  aud  shall  forward  the  journal  and  papers  to  the  uext  Annual  Con- 
ference. 

17.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  in  order  at  any  time,  and  shall  be  decided  without 

debate. 

18.  All  committees  whose  reports  are  to  be  printed  in  the  Minutes  shall  present  their  re- 
ports in  duplicate,  one  copy  for  the  Conference,  and  another  for  the  Committee  on  Publica- 
tion of  the  Minutes,  otherwise  the  Committee  on  Publication  are  not  required  to  insert  such 
reports  in  the  Minutes 

19.  All  persons,  while  passiug  the  disciplinary  course  of  studv,  who  shall  be  reported  be- 
low the  medium,  shall  be  required  to  pass  another  examination  on  the  studies  so  reported; 
and  the  chairmm  of  examining  committees  shall  give  notice  to  the  Conference  Secretary 
and  to  the  deficient  party. 

20.  A  member  of  the  Conference  accused  of  offenses  against  the  law  and  discipline  of  the 
Church  is  entitled  to  a  copy  of  the  charges  and  specifications  to  be  relied  on  for  the  prosecu- 
tion of  the  complaint,  together  with  a  notice  of  the  time  when  the  accused  will  be  called 
upon  to  answer  said  charges  and  specifications.  A  failure  to  serve  a  copy  of  said  charges 
and  specifications  a  reasonable  length  of  time  before  the  same  shall  be  presented  for  adjudi- 
cation, must  be  satisfactorily  explained  by  the  prosecution  before  the  trial  can  proceed.  *

The  Michigan  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  commenced  its  Forty-third  Session  in  the  M.  E.  Church, 
at  Three  Rivers,  Michigan,  Sept.  4,  1878,  at  9  o'clock  A.  M., 
Bishop  Jesse  T.  Peck  in  the  chair. 

After  reading  the  4th  chapter  of  2nd  Cor.,  the  hymn  beginning 
'•  And  Are  We  Yet  Alive"  was  sung,  and  the  pishdffytfFered  prayer. 
Some  further  devotional  exercises  followed.  The  roll  of  the  Con- 
ference was  called  by  the  Secretary  ot  the  last  session,  and  130 
members  answered  to  their  names.  Four  were  reported  deceased, 
viz.:  T.  Cleghorn.

Devotional  exercises  were  conducted  by  T.  H.  Jacokes,  and  the 
minutes  of  the  last  session  were  read  and  approved. 

Rev.  H.  Skewes,  of  Ogden,  Utah,  addressed  the  Conference 
concerning  his  work,  and  appealed  for  help  to  pay  indebtedness 
upon  church  propert}^  at  that  place,  and  $100  was  given  by  the 
members  of  the  Conference.

The  candidates  for  admission  to  full  connection  were  called 
forward  and  most  impressively  addressed  by  the  Bishop,  and  the 
usual  disciplinary  questions  were  asked  and  satisfactorily  answered. 
They  were  admitted  to  full  connection,  and  elected  to  Deacon's 
Orders. 

The  reception  of  fraternal  delegates  having  been  made  the 
order  of  the  day  at  this  .  liour,  the  special  order  was  called.

MORNING  SESSION. 

Three  Rivers,  Mich.,  Sept.  7,  1878.

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REPORT  ON  NORTHERN  WORK. 

Three  Rivers,  Sept.  7,  1878. 

To  the  Michigan  Annual  Conference: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren: — Your  Committee  appointed  to  con- 
sider the  condition  and  necessities  of  our  Northern  Work,  have  had  the 
same  under  consideration  and  beg  leave  to  report  the  following  Resolu- 
tions arid  move  their  adoption: 

1.  That  the  Presiding  Elders  of  Grand  Traverse  and  Big  Rapids  Dis- 
tricts, Rev.  H.  Hall,  Hon.  J.  C.  Blanchard  and  Wm.  Van  Loo,  Esq..  be 
and  are  hereby  appointed  a  committee  to  publish  a  statement  of  the  con- 
dition and  necessities  of  our  work  in  the  Northern  Districts,  and  send  a 
copy  to  each  Presiding  Elder  and  Pastor  in  this  Conference. 

2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Pastor,  early  in  the  year,  to  give 
the  people  information  on  this  subject,  in  each  congregation,  and  take  a 
collection  in  this  behalf,  and  forward  the  same  to  the  Presiding  Elder  of 
Grand  Traverse  District,  (who  shall  return  proper  voucher,)  and  report  the 
same  to  the  next  Annual  Conference,  in  like  manner  as  we  now  report 
our  Missionary  and  Fifth  Collections. 

3.  The  Presiding  Elders  of  the  two  Northern  Districts  shall  distribute 
and  apply  the  fame  to  our  work,  as  needed  in  the  growing  centers  of  in- 
fluence, and  report  the  amounts  so  received  and  how  disbursed,  at  the 
next  annual  Conference,  and  produce  their  vouchers  therefor. 

4.  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Conference  that  the  taking  of  this  collec- 
tion shall  in  no  measure  detract  from  the  collections  for  our  general  Mis- 
sion Work.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEES   ON  OLIVET  AND  MARSHALL 
CHURCHES. 

The  Committees  on  the  churches  of  Olivet  and  Marshall  having  met, 
deemed  it  wise  to  come  together  in  joint  session.  Having  done  so  they 
proceeded  to  consider  the  case  of  Grand  Ledge  Church  in  like  peril  with 
the  two  churches  above  named.

Resolved,  That  an  agent  should^be  appointed  to  raise  the  money  needed 
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for  these  three  churches;  and  that  we  recommend  to  the  Bishop  as  such 
agent  and  request  the  appointmenl  of  D.  I),  (billet,  and  in  case  of  his  ap- 
pointment we  pledge  him  our  mos1  hearty  co-operation. 

Resolved,  Thai  the  money  be  raised  an'  oaid  over,  provided  ihe 
churches  severally  shall  raise  their  portion,  and  that  if  any  church  shall 
fail,  the  money  to  be  paid  to  those  if  any  that,  do  not,  fail ;  the  understand- 
ing being  that  thereby  the  debts  upon  these  churches  shall  he  entirely 
liquidated,  and  that  the  people  of  Marshall  shall  raise  within  themselves 
all  but  $2,000  of  their  indebtedness,  and  the  people  of  Grand  Ledge  all  but 
$2,000  of  their  indebtedness,  and  the  people  of  Olivet  alF  but  $1,300  Oi 
their  indebtedness,  leaving  $5,300  to'  be  raised  by  the  ConferonceAgent ; 
and  that,  from  time  to  lime  payments  shall  be  made  to  these  churches  pro 
nitn. 

Revolved,  That  the  Presiding  Elders  of  Albion,  Kalamazoo  and  Lansing 
Districts  be  constituted  an  Advisory  Committee  to  the  Agent  on  the  inten- 
tion of  the  Conference;  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  fix  the  salary  of  the 
agent  and  to  audit  his  bills  and  accounts.

2nd.  That  we  will  commend  the  work  of  the  Church  Extension  Society 
to  all  our  people,  and  faithfully  take  the  collection  therefor. 

3rd.  That  our  faith  that  the  beneficence  of  the  Parent  society  will  meet 
the  rapidly  multiplying  necessities  of  our  sparse  populations  in  the  newer 
settlements  of  our  State,  leaves  grave  and  growing  solicitude  as  to  the 
method  by  which  such, wants  are  in  the  near  future  to  be  met.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  SUN  RAY  SCHOOLS  AND  TRACTS. 
To  the  Michigan  Annual  Conference: 

With  about  twenty  thousand  Sunday  Schools,  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  mil- 
lion officers  and  teachers,  and  more  than  a  million  and  a  half  of  scholars, 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  has  an  hour  of  golden  opportunity  and 
great  responsibility,  the  consciousness  of  which  ought  to  be  an  inspira- 
tion. 

Means  and  appliances  for  the  efficiency  of  our  Sunday  Schools  have 
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never  exceeded  the  present  time.  Sunday  School  Assemblies,  Institutes, 
and  Normal  Classes,  with  Journals,  Leaves,  Berean  Quarterlies,  and  other 
Sunday  School  periodicals,  with  notes  and  comments  on  the  lessons  in  all 
of  our  religious  and  some  of  our  secular  papers,  afford  opportunities  for 
thorough  and  cultured  preparation  on  the  part  of  Pastors,  Superintendents 
and  Teachers. 

.We  rejoice  in  these  facilities  and  seize  upon  the  help  thus  afforded  with 
avidity— at  least  we  ought  to  do  so,  and  if  we  do  not,  such  failure  is  our 
shame  and  disgrace. 

We  believe  the  Pastor  should,  whenever  possible,  be  in  the  Sunday- 
School,  a  teacher  with  the  teachers,  a  toiler  with  the  toilers,  to  bring 
youth  and  childhood  to  Christ.  If  we  teach  not  for  love  of  Christ  and  to 
win  souls,  we  teach  in  vain. 

Your  Committee  also  recognize  the  power  of  the  Christian  Tract.  Many 
of  those  issued  by  our  own  society  are  attractive  in  style,  terse  in  utter- 
ance, instinct  with  truth,  and  are  leaves  of  healing. 

We  urge  that  collections  be  taken  on  all  of  our  charges  for  both  the 
Sunday  School  Union  and  Tract  Society,  and  suggest  that  our  Ministers 
themselves  circulate  the  Tracts.

REPORT  OF  EDUCATIONAL  COMMITTEE. 

To  the  members  of  the  Michigan  Conference: 

The  Committee  on  Education  have  spent  two  long  sessions  in  consider- 
ing its  claims  as  related  to  this  body. 

Our  great  and  growing  denomination  has  always  demonstrated  her 
appreciation  of  educational  institutions  in  the  most  practical  manner,  es- 
pecially such  as  were  designed  to  give  liberal,  Christian  culture.  From 
these  have  gone  out  those  who  have  commanded  attention  and  wielded 
power.  Our  age  and  times  demand  disciplined  powers— a  fund  of  infor- 
mation all  classified  and  ready  for  use,  fortifying  workers  to  see  clearly, 
broadly,  hold  on  permanently,  and  make  their  mark  whereyer  they  go. 
Next  to  the  grace  of  God,  intellectual  culture  is  the  best  outfit  one  can 
possibly  have. 

Where  shall  the  "people  called  Methodists"  educate  their  sons  and 
daughters?  This  is  a  question  of  vast  practical  importance.  Where  can 
this  be  done  the  most  broadly,  consistently,  economically,  safely,  and  se- 
cure a  diploma  carrying  weight  among  the  learned.  The  perils  to  faith 
are  too  great  and  imminent  in  Romish  and  Godless  institutions  to  war- 
rant another  experiment  on  the  part  of  one  who  desires  to  honor  Protes- 
ted Christianity,  whatever  may  be  their  seeming  advantages. 

Our  denominational  influence  and  prosperity  are  intimately  connected 
with  the  patronage  of  our  own  schools  of  learning.  The  different  sections 
need  different  centers.  A  wise  policy  will  not  lose  sight  of  home  inter- 
ests.   By  fostering  them  they  soon  take  on  gigantic  proportions,  tremer>- 
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dous  Influence.  Why  not  patronize  our  own  denominational  and  sectional 
seminaries  and  colleges  as  much  as  our  own  periodical  press. 

We  rejoice  in  the  growing  prosperity  of  Albion  College.  The  hopes  ot 
her  friends  are  being  gradually  fulfilled.  Her  increase  of  students,  rigor- 
ous curriculum  of  study,  immediate  prospect  of  valuable  donations  from 
high  sources,  the  accession  to  the  faculty  of  such  men  as  Prof.  Delos  Fall 
in  the  chair  of  Natural  Sciences,  and  Prof.  Wm.  Ilaveman  to  the  depart- 
ment of  Modern  Languages,  give  promise  of  superior  advantages  to  the 
student  and  greatly  increased  efficiency  and  popularity  to  the  institution. 
We  commend  the  Conservatory  of  Music  as  meeting  a  long  felt  want. 
The  prospective  growth  of  the  Library,  Cabinet  and  Museum  also  greatly 
pleases  us. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  assures  us  that  the  current  expenses 
of  the  college  are  less  than  her  annual  income.  This  is  well.  It  inspires 
public  confidence.  While  we  wish  her  resources  were  ample  to  meet  all 
demands,  and  shall  hail  the  day  when  this  shall  come  to  pass,  neverthe- 
less a  wist1  business  economy  is  imperative  alike  in  the  management  of 
private  and  public  affairs. 

Viewing  the  endowment  of  the  College,  her  learned,  discreet  and  ear- 
nest President  and  Faculty,  surrounded  and  backed  by  450  faithful  preach- 
ers and  about  60,000  Methodist  laity  clothed  witjb  energy,  inspired  with 
courage  and  zeal,  what  may  we  not  soon  expect  (o  see  in,  and  around,  and 
proceeding  from,  Albion  College,  the  object  of  so  many  struggles  and 
prayers,  fears  and  hopes,  contributions,  precious  associations  and  sacred 
memories.  High  honors  and  a  large  sphere  of  usefulness  await  her.  By 
the  blessing  of  God  she  must  and  shall  succeed  gloriously.  Let  us  keep 
the  fact  before  the  people  that  Albion  College  is  the  place  where  intellec- 
tual and  spiritual  culture  are  both  conferred  to  the  greatest  advantage, 
and  its  graduates  sent  out  with  throbbing  hopes,  heroic  purposes,  and  far- 
reaching  aims  and  plans. 

Because  Albion  College  is  the  promising  child  of  stalwart  Michigan 
Methodism,  we  feel  an  especial  interest  in,  and  seek  to  lift  her  into  de- 
served prominence  and  worth.  But  as  beautiful  and  promising  as  she  is, 
she  is  only  one  of  a  bright  galaxy  of  stars. 

We  take  a  just  pride  in  the  character  and  work  of  "The  Northwestern 
University,"  at  Evanston,  Illinois.  She  is  an  honor  to  any  State  or  de- 
nomination. 

And  for  Garrett  Biblical  Institute,  standing  in  the  midst  of  that  beauti- 
ful group  of  buildings,  all  consecrated  to  Christian  learning,  she,  the 
precious  gift  of  a  Godly  woman  appreciating  the  need  and  worth  of  an 
educated  ministry,  has  claims  upon  us  that  no  similar  institution  equals. 
When  we  consider  her  glorious  past,  struggling  present,  or  possible  future, 
our  songs  and  prayers  alternate  and  intermingle.  We  deeply  sorrow  be- 
cause of  her  recent  financial  embarassment.  We  do  not  regard  her  effi- 
cient management  as  responsible  for  this,  but  as  the  result  of  the  deprecia- 
tion of  property  everywhere.    Human  foresight  could  not  prevent  it. 

Having  made  such  a  glorious  history  in  her  uhort  but  thrilling  past — 
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having  sent  out  from  her  halls  a  thousand  young  men  into  the  Methodist 
Ministry,  burning  with  unquenchable  ardor  for  Christ  and  souls — shall 
she  appeal  in  vain  to  our  great  church,  which  she  has  done  so  much  to 
honor,  in  this  her  hour  of  trial  ?  We  cannot  believe  it.  We  therefore 
recommend  that  our  Pastors  appeal  to  their  congregations  for  speedy, 
timely  aid.  As  a  denomination  we  cannot  afford,  either  on  the  score  of 
justice,  mercy,  or  common  decency,  to  suffer  her  to  close  her  doors,  lose 
control  of  her  able  faculty,  or  even  fall  into  disrepute,  or  contract  her 
sphere.  Our  needs  and  obligatioas  are  reciprocal.  The  cry  of  this  splen- 
did Theological  Seminary  should  be  heard  throughout  the  entire  North- 
west, until  her  temporary  wants  are  fully  met.  Let  us  honor  our  section 
of  Methodism  by  giving  her  our  prayers,  effort,  sympathy,  money.  It 
will  certainly  pay  and  be  eminently  right. 

Finally,  your  committee  indulge  the  hope  that  our  wealthy  members 
will  administer  on  their  own  estates,  by  proceeding  at  once  to  erect  for 
themselves  speaking  memorials,  more  beautiful  than  Corinthian  brass  or 
sculptured,  lettered  marble.  May  it  be  said  of  all  of  us,  that  we  "have 
done  all  we  could"  to  foster  broad,  literary,  and  especially  these  very 
Christian  I n s ti tut i ons .

Your  Committee  on  the  Bible  Cause  would  most  respectfully  report, 
that  inasmuch  as  the  Bible  is  the  Book  of  Books,  the  foundation  of  our 
faith,  the  text  book  of  all  true  religion,  the  citadel  of  strength  in  the  State, 
every  ecclesiastical  body  ought  to  commit  itself  to  and  stand  committed 
to  the  publication  and  distribution  of  the  Scriptures.  We  here  affirm, 
that  as  our  relations  to  the  American  Bible  Society  are  unchanged,  we 
will  continue  to  give  our  undiminished  support  to  the  Society  in  her 
work  of  printing  and  distributing  the  word  of  God  without  note  or 
comment. 

Your  Committee  has  learned  from  the  State  agent  of  the  parent  Bible 
Society,  that  she  has  donated  to  the  County  Societies  of  this  State,  1,300 
Bibles  for  distribution  within  the  State  to  destitute  families-,  which  distri- 
bution has  been  done  through  the  agent,  by  colporteurs,  mostly  in  the 
Northern  Counties.  By  this  canvass  made,  we  learn  that  one-sixth  and 
more  of  the  families  visited  are  destitute  of  the  Bible,  and  in  view  of  such 
a  destitution,  we,  as  a  church,  should  most  cordially  sympathize  with  and 
work  in  conjunction  with  any  agency  that  will  put  the  word  ot  God  into 
every  household  in  our  State. 

Resolved,  That  where  tlm  agent  cannot  visit  our  churphes,  and  present 
the  cause  and  take  the  collection,  we,  as  pastors,  will  do  this  ourselves.

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IN  MEMORIAM. 

Memoir  of  Fred.  S¥l.  Deitz. 

Rev.  Fred.  M.  Deitz,  a  member  of  the  Michigan  Conference, 
was  born  in  Webster,  Monroe  county,  New  York,  and  died  in 
Northport,  Mich.,  Sept.  11th,  187?,  of  consumption.  In  1844  his 
parents  with  a  large  family  removed  to  Maple  Corners,  Ionia 
county,  Mich.  He  experienced  religion  lit  1850  and  united  with 
the  M.  E.  Church  at  Maple  Corners,  and  ever  after,  until  the 
close  of  life,  manifested  an  earnest  zeal  in  the  cause  of  Christ. 
A  part  of  his  early  manhood  was  spent  as  a  teacher,  in  which  av- 
ocation he  succeeded  well,  giving  satisfaction  wherever  employed. 
In  August,  1862  he  enlisted  in  the  Twenty-first  Regiment,  Mich- 
igan Volunteer  Infantry,  but  was  prevented  by  sickness  from  en- 
tering military  service. 

In  1864  he  received  license  to  preach  under  the  pastorate  of 
Rev.  E.  D.  Young.  His  first  pastoral  charge  was  as  a  supply  on 
the  Ravenna  Circuit,  Grand  Rapids  District,  Rev.  H.  Morgan, 
Presiding  Elder.  He  was  received  on  trial  in  the  Michigan  Con- 
ference, in  September  1866,  and  appointed  as  junior  preacher  to 
Cedar  Springs  Circuit,  where  he  remained  in  the  same  relation 
the  year  following.  At  the  Conference  of  1868  he  was  received 
into  full  connection  and  appointed  to  Paris,  where  he  remained 
two  years.    His  subsequent  appointments  are  as  follows: 

1870,  Mattawan;  1871,  Ganges;  1872-5,  Northport;  1875, 
Monroe  Centre;  1876,  Manton.  On  this  charge  the  disease  which 
terminated  his  life  first  manifested  itself,  and  to  his  inexpressible 
grief  he  was  obliged  to  resign  his  work  ere  the  year  was  half 
through.  He  was  married  to  Miss  Eliza  In  wood,  of  Northport, 
in  September,  1875.  Their  wedded  lite  was  brief;  her  death  oc- 
curring in  June  1876.  in  his  death  the  church  has  lost  an  ex- 
emplary member;  the  Michigan  Conference  an  earnest  laborer, 
and  the  community  a  good  citizen.  He  leaves  an  aged  father 
and  several  brothers  and  sisters  to  mourn  his  departure.  His  re- 
mains were  carried  to  their  final  resting  place,  and  laid  according 
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to  his  wish  beside  those  of  his  beloved  wife,  whither  they  were 
followed  by  a  large  concourse  of  people,  among  whom  he  had 
labored  as  pastor  for  three  years. 

Bro.  Deitz  died  a  martyr  to  over-work.  His  duties  compelled 
him  to  preach  three  times  on  each  Sabbath,  and  walk  from  one 
appointment  to  the  other.  On  the  alternate  Sundays  the  dis- 
tance to  be  walked  through  the  deep  snow  was  from  eight  to 
twelve  miles.  Under  this  excessive  labor  his  naturally  strong 
constitution  broke  down.  He  was  a  man  of  uncompromising 
fidelity  to  his  convictions,  and  his  death  was  one  of  serene  Chris- 
tian triumph.

Memoir  of  Rev.  CiSbert  A.  Phillips. 

Ten  years  ago,  at  the  altar  of  the  M.  E.  Church,  in  Three  Riv- 
ers, Michigan,  Rev.  Gilbert  A.  Phillips  was  received  into  the  fel- 
lowship of  the  Methodist  Ministry..  These  ten  years  have  been 
cheered  by  his  life  and  work,  and  saddened  by  his  death,  and,  to 
this  last  hour  of  the  decade,  is  committed  the  trust  of  bringing  to 
your  altar,  the  precious  memories  associated  with  his  self  sacri- 
ficing labors  in  the  ministry,  and  with  his  triumphant  departure. 

Brother  Phillips  was  born  at  Glen  Ross,  Ontario,  July  14,  1837. 
His  mother,  a  devoted  Christian,  early  led  him  to  tne  Savior,  and 
at  a  tender  age,  by  his  mother's  knee,  he  professed  salvation. 
Subsequently,  however,  as  he  neared  manhood,  he  wandered  away 
from  God.  While  astray  he  became  skeptical  and  openly  avowed 
his  disbelief  in  the  Christian  religion.  Nevertheless  the  chords 
of  influence,  stretching  back  to  his  childhood's  home,  and  his 
mother's  prayers,  were  so  strong  that,  while  at  Otsego,  Michigan, 
during  a  series  of  meetings,  conducted  by  that  honored  servant  of 
God,  Rev.  E.  H.  Day,  Brother  Phillips  was  led  to  renounce  his 
skepticism  and  give  his  heart  to  Christ.  Immediately,  conferring 
not  with  flesh  and  blood,  he  entered  upon  the  work  of  winning 
souls.  During  that  same  winter  he  held  a  series  of  meetings, 
upon  his  own  responsibility,  in  the  vicinity  of  Otsego,  and  by  his 
fervid  exhortation  and  Godly  admonitions  was  the  happy  instru- 
ment in  awakening  and  bringing  to  Christ  about  twenty-five  per- 
sons. 

On  the  17th  of  March,  1860,  Brother  Phillips  was  married  to 
Mary  M.  Rankins.  To  say  that  Sister  Phillips  was  his  faithful 
counsellor  and  assistant  in  his  ministry,  and  h'.s  unfailing  support 
and  companion  in  his  affliction  would  be  but  a  tribute  to  her  love 
and  devotion.  She  remains  with  five  children  to  mourn  their 
loved  one  gone. 

At  the  Conference  held  in  Three  Rivers,  in  1868,  Brother  Phil- 
lips received  his  first  appointment — Ludington. 

Two  years  of  successful  labor  at  that  point  were  passed  and 
then  he  was  stationed  at  Hart  two  more  years,  success  everywhere 
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crowning1  his  efforts,  and  he  came  to  the  Conference  at  Jackson, 
where  he  was  ordained  Elder  by  Bishop  Ames.  These  four  years 
of  earnest  labor  told  upon  his  naturally  feeble  constitution.  But 
he  accepted  an  appointment  to  Wayland.  While  here,  his  health 
failing  him,  he  attempted  to  recruit  in  California,  with  partial  suc- 
cess. 

Returning  to  his  work  in  Wayland  he  remained  with  that  peo- 
ple three  years  honored  and  signally  useful.  From  thence  he 
was  appointed  to  the  Orange  circuit.  Upon  this  field  of  labor  he 
wrought  wondrous  things  for  God.  While  there  he  built  two  fine 
churches,  and  a  parsonage,  besides  reorganizing  the  circuit  and 
in  an  encouraging  degree  building  up  the  spiritual  interests  of  the 
charge. 

But  the  work  was  too  severe.  His  overtasked  powers  con 
stantly  demanded  rest,  but  the  indomitable  energy  of  the  man 
held  him  to  his  task  until  the  session  of  Conference  held  at  Grand 
Rapids.  It  was  plain  now  to  himself  that  he  must  yield;  yet  there 
was  a  touching  tremor  in  his  \oice  as  he  said  to  the  writer  of  this 
memoir,  "But  I  wanted,  God  willing,  to  die  in  the  pulpit. v 

Sadly,  and  suffering  greatly,  he  made  his  way  to  the  Conference, 
that  he  might  look  upon  his  brethren  once  more  before  he  died. 
With  tearful  eyes  he  gazed  upon  the  old  familiar  faces  and  Con- 
ference scenes,  then  turned  away  from  us  expecting  to  see  his 
brethren  no  more  on  earth. 

He  left  the  parsonage  at  Orange,  which  was  largely  built  by 
his  tireless  energy,  and  a  dying  man,  with  a  sorrowful  wife  and 
five  helpless  children,  he  moved  to  Lyons — to  die.  That  was  the 
saddest  removal  within  the  bounds  of  the  Michigan  Conference. 
Yet,  with  a  tender,  child-like  faith,  he  conformed  to  the  will  of 
God  and  patiently  awaited  the  call  of  his  Lord.  That  call  came 
upon  a  quiet  Sunday  evening,  November  4th. 

His  faith  seemed  to  intensify  and  absorb  all  his  waning  powers 
and  faculties  as  he  drew  near  to  the  eternal  world,  till  it  mastered 
all  other  forces  of  his  nature  and  he  died  sending  back  to  you,  to 
this  hour,  to  this  altar,  his  dying  testimony:  "Tell  them  I  am 
free;   tell  them  all  I  am  free.    Victory!    Victory!  Victory!" 

"Thus  passed  the  strong  heroic  soul  away; 
And  when  we  buried  him, 

The  little  town  had  seldom  seen  a  sadder  funeral." 

In  the  Le  Valley  Church,  Nov.  7,  1877,  a  large  concourse  of 
friends  from  Lyons  and  neighboring  charges,  and  particularly 
from  Orange,  his  last  charge,  assembled  to  pay  the  last  tribute  of 
respect  to  departed  worth.  Every  person  in  that  tearful  audience 
was  a  sincere  mourner. 

His  ministerial  brethren,  with  touching  devotion,  gathered  from 
near  and  far. 

Thus  surrounded  by  a  people  whose  love  for  him  was  great,  we 
laid  him  from  our  present  sight  away  in  a  little  rural  cemetery, 
where  those  whom  he  loved,  and  for  whom  he  labored,  shall  come 
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one  by  one  to  sleep  with  him,  "henceforth  expecting"  to  see  him 
eye  to  eye  when  God  shall  welcome  his  children  home.

Memoir  of  Rev.  S.  S,  WiSson. 

Samuel  S.  Wilson  was  born  in  Hope,  Durham  county,  Ontario, 
July  21,  1835.  Converted  in  his  18th  year,  he  immediately  testi- 
fied "to  his  father's  house"  the  saving  love  of  Jesus.  Two  of  his 
brothers  were  converted  the  same  day,  and  are  now  honored  min- 
isters in  the  Wesleyan  connection,  Canada. 

He  married  Mary  Ann  Taylor  in  1858.  who,  with  five  children 
survive  him.  He  emigrated  to  Northern  Michigan  in  1868,  and 
was  admitted  on  trial  in  the  Michigan  Conference  in  1869.  He 
served  the  church  in  Millbrook,  Morley,  Bedford,  Kendalls  and 
Parkville  charges  with  great  acceptability  and  usefulness.  His 
ministry  was  blessed  with  revivals  of  great  power  in  all  these 
charges  save  Bedford.  Early  in  January  1878,  he  was  attacked 
by  a  severe  cold,  by  which  he  was  immediately  prostrated.  Med- 
ical skill  was  unavailing.  He  expired  in  great  peace,  at  10  P.  M., 
Jan.  18,  1878,  surrounded  by  his  family  and  parishioners,  who 
seemed  alike  bereaved.  Bro.  Wilson  was  in  the  best  sense  a  be- 
liever. The  Bible  was  to  him,  the  word  of  God,  and  ruled  his 
heart  and  life,  and  he  was  consequently,  a  model  Christian  gen- 
tleman. As  I  witnessed  his  life  for  eight  successive  years  as  his 
Presiding  Elder,  my  heart  felt  the  force  of  the  Apostle's  words, 
"Ye  are  the  Temple  of  God,  and  the  Spirit  of  God  dwelleth  in 
you."  Always  cheerful  and  trusting,  the  fepirit  of  his  life  proved 
the  most  intimate  communion  and  fellowship  with  Jesus. 

During  his  last  illness  he  was  assailed  with  the  fiercest  tempta- 
tions (to  distrust)  of  his  life,  but  his  soul  was  delivered  with  great 
power.  "O,  how  excellent!"  he  exclaimed,  "He  keeps  me  in  his 
arms!  My  soul  rejoices  in  His  full  salvation!  All  is  bright  and 
glorious!"  And  thus  he  triumphed  in  the  Lord  It  was  an  occas- 
ion never  to  be  forgotten  by  those  who  witnessed  it.  He  was 
conscious,  and  his  soul  was  full  of  Holy  triumph  to  the  last  mo- 
ment. Just  before  his  death,  he  placed  his  hand  on  the  head  of 
each  of  his  three  sons,  separately,  and  blessed  them,  beginning 
with  the  youngest,  John  Wesley,  whom  he  recalled  and  solemnly 
dedicated  to  the  work  of  the  ministry.  At  his  request  his  fun- 
eral sermon  was  founded  on  2  Tim.  4,  7-8.  His  body  was  bur- 
ned in  Rowland  Cemetery,  Isabella  county,  Michigan,  near  the 
future  home  of  his  family.

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Memoir  of  Rev.  Thomas  Cleghorn. 

Rev.  Thomas  Cleghorn  was  born  in  Ogdensburg,  St.  Lawrence 
county,  New  York,  in  1821,  and  died  in  Casnovia,  Michigan,  Feb- 
ruary 24th,  1878,  in  the  fifty  seventh  year  of  his  age. 

Converted  in  early  life,  his  attention  was  soon  turned  to  (he 
sacred  office  of  the  Ministry,  and  in  1846  he  was  received  into  the 
traveling  connection  of  the  Wesleyan  Church  in  Canada. 

His  educational  advantages  had  been  such  as  to  fit  him  com- 
mendably  for  his  work,  and  rapidly  he  rose  to  the  occupancy  of 
important  fields. 

He  was  chairman  of  three  districts  and  his  administration  was 
characterized  by  sound  judgment  deep  piety  and  solid  culture. 

He  was  earnest  and  spiritual,  and  evinced  more  than  ordinary 
ability  as  an  expounder  of  the  "word." 

In  1871,  after  twenty  five  years  of  labor  in  Canada  he  was 
transferred  to  the  Michigan  Conference  through  the  solicitation 
of  the  late  Rev.  Joseph  Jones 

At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  serving  on  his  sixth  charge  in 
this  Conference,  having  been  previously  at  Whitehall,  Richland 
Oshtemo,  Alaska  and  Ada,  where  he  had  done  faithful  work  for 
God  and  was  esteemed  by  His  people. 

In  the  midst  of  active  labors,  loved  and  sustained  by  his  parish- 
ioners, in  apparently  good  health  ^nd  without,  as  far  as  we  know, 
a  moment's  warning,  death  came  and  closed  his  earthly  career. 

He  had  preached  twice  that  Sabbath  and  had  traveled  fourteen 
miles,  and  had  entered  the  sacred  desk  for  evening  worship.  Af- 
ter the  singing  and  prayer,  he  rose  and  read  for  his  scripture  les- 
son a  portion  of  God's  word  contained  in  the  sixteenth  chapter  of 
the  Gospel  of  St.  John,  where  we  find  these  words:  "A  little 
while,  and  ye  shall  not  see  me;  and  again  a  little  while  and  ye 
shall  see  me,  because  I  go  to  the  Father." 

While  some  of  these  beautiful  verses  were  being  read,  the  sum- 
mons came  and  he  was  speechless.  Casting  an  anxious  look  co- 
ward his  loving  wife,  who  had  been  the  sharer  of  his  joys  and  sor- 
rows, then  turning  with  beaming  and  heavenly  countenance  he 
pronounced  a  silent  benediction  on  the  congregation. 

He  never  spoke  again;  but  in  a  short  time  took  his  departure 
for  the  better  land.  There  rests  however  on  the  Church  and  on 
all  who  knew  him,  the  perfume  of  his  consecrated  and  valuable 
endeavors. 

The  ancients  were  accustomed  to  represent  mortality  by  a 
flower  crushed  in  the  hand,  a  pillar  broken  off  at  the  top,  a  ship 
stranded  on  the  beach,  and  they  saw  little  or  nothing  beyond. 
liut  sve  look  further  on,  and  behold  in  the  life  our  Bi other  has 
bequeathed  to  us,  a  legacy  of  blessing  that  shall  never  perish.

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Memoir  of  Mrs.  Mary  A.  Brakeman. 

Mrs.  Mary  Brakeman  was  born  in  Bloomfield,  New  York,  in 
1806,  and  died  March  3,  1878,  aged  72  years.  At  the  age  of  18 
she  gave  her  heart  to  the  Saviour  and  unfalteringly  followed  in 
His  foot-steps  until  He  said  come  up  higher.  She  was  married 
to  Josiah  Brakeman  in  1825.  Soon  after  their  marriage  her  hus- 
band was  converted,  and  five  years  after  commenced  the  life  of 
an  itinerant  preacher.  For  19  years  she  knew  the  joys  and  sor- 
rows of  frontier  itinerant  life.  In  1836,  she.  with  her  husband 
came  to  Western  Michigan,  and  in  1849  secured  themselves  a 
home  in  Cooper,  near  Kalamazoo.  Bro.  Brakeman  then  Presiding 
Elder  of  Ann  Arbor  District,  was  killed  by  a  fall  from  his  horse, 
and  she  was  left  a  widow  with  eight  small  children,  but  the  grace 
of  God  sustained  her,  and  finding  her  way  to  her  then  wilderness 
home,  brought  up  her  little  flock,  (all  but  one  of  whom  survive 
her)  in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lord. 

For  14  years  she  was  unable  to  leave  her  bed,  yet  grace  sus- 
tained her  through  all  those  long  and  weary  years.  She  said  to 
the  writer  only  a  few  hours  before  her  death,  "O,  Bro.  Day,  how 
much  longer  shall  I  have  to  wait?"  At  midnight  the  cry  come, 
"Behold  the  bridegroom  cometh,  go  ye  out  to  meet  him."  Her 
lamp  was  trimmed  and  burning,  and  gladly  she  hastened  to  meet 
her  Lord.  Her  husband  sleeps  at  Ann  Arbor,  while  she  sleeps 
in  our  beautiful  cemetery  at  Cooper,  but  God  shall  bring  them 
with  him  when  he  comes.to  make  up  his  jewels.

Memoir  of  Rev.  D.  A.  Ide,  Local  Preacher  and 

Supply. 

Rev.  D.  A.  Ide.  died  in  the  parsonage  at  Kinderhook,  Michi- 
gan, Nov.  4,  1877,  in  his  fifty-sixth  year.  He  was  born  in  Can- 
ada, about  sixty  miles  east  of  Montreal.  Feb.  18,  1822.  He  was 
converted  and  joined  the  Methodist  Church  at  the  age  of  twenty; 
was  licensed  to  exhort  June  18,  1844;  to  preach,  July  31,  1847; 
ordained  a  deacon  Sept.  17,  1871;  and  received  elder's  orders 
Sept.  12,  1875.  He  traveled  six  years  as  a  supply  on  the  follow- 
ing charges:  Mattison,  1871,  one  year;  Kinderhook,  two  years; 
Ransom  two  years;  and  in  1876  back  to  Kinderhook,  where  he 
closed  his  labors.  Bro.  Ide  was  an  able  minister  of  the  gospel, 
faithful,  earnest,  and  successful.  A  goodly  number  were  con- 
verted, and  the  churches  greatly  edified  and  built  up  under  his 
ministry.  He  was  highly  esteemed  by  all  the  charges  and  con- 
gregations that  he  was  called  to  serve.  He  died  in  the  faith  of 
the  gospel,  leaving  a  wife  and  family  to  mourn  his  absence;  but 
they  sorrow  not  as  those  that  have  no  hope.
